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TEE    VEGETABLE  SITUATION 
Summary 

The  decline  in  market  prices  of  potatoes  and  most  truck  crops  during 
recent  weeks  reflects  the  recent  incres.se  in  supplies.     This  trend  is  a 
seasonal  movement  which,  although  somewhat  delayed  this  season,  was  sure  to 
occur  as  soon  as  the  producing  areas  recovered  from  the  early  season  set- 
backs occasioned  "by  the  unusually  cold  winter  and  spring. 

The  source  of  market  supplies  of  truck  crops  is  rapidly  shifting 
northward  and  away  from  the  Southern  States.    The  large  supplies  usually 
produced  in  the  market  garden  areas  near  the  large  industrial  centers  are 
"beginning  to  be  harvested.    Production  of  truck  crops  in  these  areas  usually 
has  an  important  influence  on  maxket  prices  during  the  summer  months,  and 
marketings  from  these  areas  compete  sharply  with  the  crops  produced,  in  the 
intermediate  and  late  commercial  shipping  areas.    Although  production  of 
many  crops  in  the  latter  areas  are  indicated  to  he  smaller  than  a  year 
earlier,  the  output  of  beets,  cabbage,  carrots,  lettuce,  green  peas,  tomatoes 
and  watermelons  is  considerably  larger. 

Supplies  of  intermediate  potatoes  this  season  are  also  indicated  to 
be  somewhat  larger  than  a  year  earlier.     The  prospect  is  for  heavier  market- 
ings than  last  season  during  the  next  2  months,  but  the  effect  of  these 
heavier  marketings  will  be  offset  to  some  extent  by  a  higher  level  of  con- 
sumer purchasing  power. 

The  general  outlook  is  for  somewhat  larger  packs  of  canned  vegetables 
this  season  than  those  of  last  year,  but  a  part  of  the  increase  in  packs 
will  be  offset  by  decreased  carry— overs.     The  croD  of  green  peas  for  process- 
ing is  unusually  large  this  season,  the  result  of  a  25  percent  increase  in 
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acreage  and  a  15  percent  increase  in  yield.     It  probably  will  result  in  a 
larger  than  average  supply  of  canned  green  peas  for  1940-41. 

POTATOES 

New  crop  potatoes  are  generally  1  to  2  weeks  late  except  in  California, 
where  yields  are  not  turning  out  as  large  a„s  expected  earlier  in  the  season. 
Because  of  a  shift  in  varieties  this  season,  Florida  yields  were  much  high- 
er than  anticipated,  and  production  was  greatly  increased  over  last  season. 
Marketings  in  Florida,  Texas,  Louisiana,  Alabama,  South  Carolina,  Georgia, 
and  Mississippi  are  about  completed,  however,  and  a  larger  proportion  of 
the  early  California  crop  had  been  marketed  through  the  third  week  in  June 
than  at  the  same  time  a  year  earlier.    Marketings  in  North  Carolina,  the 
principal  second  early  State,  were  making  rapid  progress  in  the  latter  part 
of  June  and  probably  will  be  largely  completed  by  the  end  of  the  month* 
Shipments  have  begun  to  move  from  Virginia  (an  important  intermediate  State) 
where  the  crop  is  indicated  to  be  50  percent  larger  than  that  of  1939 •  The 
prospect  is  that  the  market  supply  of  potatoes  during  July  and  August  this 
year  will  be  somewhat  larger  than  in  the  same  months  last  year. 

Production  of  potatoes  in  the  second  section  of  early  States  is  now 
indicated  to  total  IS. 5  million  bushels  compared  with  20,?.  million  bushels 
indicated  a  month  ago  and  with  19«2  million  bushels  produced  la,st  season. 
Yields  in  Alabama  and  California  did  not  turn  out  to  be  as  large  as  earlier 
reports  indicated  they  might. 

The  crop  in  the  second  early  States  totals  5*5  million  bushels  com- 
pared with  5»6  million  bushels  last  season.    Marketings  from  this  crop  are 
about  completed,  leaving  the  commercial  production  in  the  intermediate  States 
and  the  early  maturing  varieties  in  the  late  States  for  July  and  August  mar- 
kets.   The  commercial  supply  of  potatoes  in  the  intermediate  States  this 
season  probably  will  be  considerably  larger  than  that  of  1939*    The  first 
section  of  intermediate  States  has  a  crop  indicated  to  total  10.8  million 
bushels  or  about  26  percent  more  than  in  1939*     The  second  section  has  an 
increased  acreage,  and  the  yield  prospect  is  somewhat  more  favorable  than 
that  of  last  season. 

Market  prices  of  new  potatoes  have  declined  in  recent  weeks  as  ship- 
ments increased  seasonally.    Prices  averaged  somewhat  higher  than  a.  year 
ea,rlier,  however,  partly  because  of  a  decreased  supply  of  old  stock  and  part- 
ly because  of  improved  consumer  purchasing  power.    The  usual  seasonal,  trend 
of  market  prices  is  downward  at  this  period  of  the  year,  .and  it  usually  con- 
tinues downward  until  the  seasonal  low  is  rea.ched  in  August,  when  the  peak 
of  market  supplies  is  reached. 

TRUCK  CROPS  FOR  MARKET 

Market  prices  of  most  truck  crops  declined  seasonally  during  recent 
weeks  as  the  source  of  supply  moved  northward  and  the  volume  increased. 
Only  prices  of  broccoli,  carrots,  celery,  kale,  lettuce,  okra,  and  peas 
advanced  during  the  past  few  weeks.    For  seme  of  these  products  the  recent 
rise  is  a  seasonal  movement,  while  in  others  the  advance  was  clue  to  temporary 
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shortages  in  supplies  occasioned  "by  the  completion  of  the  harvest  in  one 
area  "before  the  crop  in  the  succeeding  area  was  ready, 

This  is  the  "beginning  of  the  season  when,  in  the  large  urban  centers, 
increasing  quantities  of  truck  crops  are  marketed  from  nearby  market  garden 
areas  as  distinguished  from  the  more  distant  commercial  producing  areas. 
Although  little  information  is  available  concerning  annual  production  in 
these  areas,  it  is  generally  known  that  the  output  is  large.    Market  prices 
usually  are  lowest  when  this  harvest  is  at  its  peak  in  August  and  September. 
Supplies  produced  this  season  in  the  more  distant  commercial  producing  areas 
are  generally  smaller  than  those  of  a  year  earlier.    Beets,  cabbage,  carrots, 
lettuce,  green  peas,  green  peppers,  tomatoes,  and  watermelons,  however,  prob- 
ably will  be  in  slightly  larger  supply  than  a  year  earlier. 

Snap  beans!     Smaller  crops  than  a  year  earlier  of  snap  beans  in  the 
first  two  sections  of  intermediate  States  (Arkansas,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee, 
Virginia,,  Delaware,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  and  Illinois)  are  indicated.  Yields 
in  the  first  section  (the  first  four  States  named  above)  are  indicated  to  be 
lower  than  those  cf  last  season,  but  in  the  second  section  yields  are  some- 
what better  and  quality  is  good.    Although  the  carlot  movement  in  recent 
weeks  was  considerably  heavier  than  a  year  earlier,  much  of  the  production 
at  this  time  of  the  year  moves  by  motortruck.     In  July,   snap  beans  from  the 
market  garden  areas  become  plentiful..    The  crop  in  some  of  these  areas  is 
reported  to  be  late  this  season  but  is  now  making  rapid  progress.  Market 
prices  declined  seasonally  in  recent  weeks  and  in  late  June  averaged  below 
those  of  a  year  earlier. 

Beet st    Production  of  boots  in  the  intermediate  States  (New  Jersey, 
North  Carolina,  ana  Virginia)  totals  731,000  bushels  compared  with  690,000 
bushels  produced  last  year.     In  New  Jersey  the  crop  is  large  and  of  good 
quality,  and  bunched  beets  are  being  trucked  to  market  in  considerable 
volume.    Also,  beets  are  arriving  at  market  centers  from  the  northern  market 
garden  areas,  and  this  movement  is  expected  to  increase  during  Judy.  Con- 
dition of  the  crop  in  New  England  is  spotted.     Because  of  the  increased  mar- 
ketings, prices  in  eastern  markets  have  declined  in  recent  weeks. 

Cabbages    Production  of  cabbage  this  season  in  the  intermediate  States 
is  indicated  to  be  increased  8,000  tons  over  that  of  last  season  to . a  total 
of  227,700  tons.     This  increased  production  indicates  heavier  market  supplies 
during  the  next  2  months  than  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  The 
carlot  movement  of  cabbage  is  decreasing,  however,  since  most  of  the  large 
crop  in  the  Southern  States  has  boon  marketed.    Most  of  the.  summer  marketings 
are  usually  moved  by  motortruck*     The  market  garden  areas  also  usually  supply 
considerable  quantities  of  cabbage  during  the  summer  months. 

March  intention  reports  indicated  that  the  Acreage  to  be  planted  to 
late  cabbage  will  be  increased  about  k  percent  this  sca.son.     This  acreage, 
with  yields  equal  to  or  bettor  than  average,  would  result  in  somewhat  larger 
supplies  of  cabbage  than  in  1939  for  the  fall  and  early  winter  season.  The 
prospect,  therefore,  is  for  slightly  heavier  marketings  of  cabbage  during 
the  remainder  of  19UO  than  in  the  corresponding  period  last  season. 
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Cantaloups  and  similar  melons:    An  increased  production  of  second 
early  cantaloups  this  season  over  last  is  indicated,  "but  this  larger  pro- 
duction is  not  sufficient  to  offset  the  decrease  in  the  early  crop.  Market 
prices  continue  to  average  shore  those  of  a  year  earlier.    Marketings  of  the 
second  early  crop  are  just  starting  and  will  "be  the  main  source  of  supply 
in  early  July.     They  will  "be  followed  "by  the  intermediate  crop,  the  acreage 
of  which  is  indicated  to  "be  decreased  about  13  percent  from  that  of  the 
previous  year.    The  crop  in  this  area  is  about  10  days  late  "but  is  now  mak- 
ing rapid  progress.     It  is  indicated,  therefore,  that ' market  supplies  pro"ba"bly 
will  continue  lighter  than  a  year  earlier  through  most  of  July  or  until  the 
late  crop  is  available.    The  acreage  planted  to  the  latter  crop  is  indicated 
to  "be  increased  slightly  and  may  result  in  some  increase  over  last  year  in 
the  late  marketings. 

Carrot s:    Production  of  carrots  in  the  second  early  States  (New  Jersey, 
North  Carolina,  and  Virginia)  is  indicated  to  total  6l6,000  "bushels  this 
season  compared  with  51^.000  "bushels  jjroducod  in  this  area  last  season.  This 
crop  together  with  a  considerable  production  in  the  market  garden  areas  will 
be  the  principal  source  of  market  supply  during  July.    Market  prices  of 
western  carrots  rose  sharply  during  recent  weeks  and  in  late  June  averaged 
considerably  above  those  of  a  year  earlier.    This  contra- seasonal  trend  of 
prices  is  largely  the  result  of  a  temporary  shortage  of  marketable  carrots 
occasioned  by  weather  conditions.    Marketings  are  likely  to  increa.se  in  the 
next  few  weeks. 

Celery;    Market  supplies  of  celery  arc  likely  to  continue  lighter 
than  a  year  earlier  through  most  of  July  unless  there  is  an  increased  pro- 
duction in  the  market  garden  areas.    The  intermediate  crop  is  indicated  to 
total  1,235,000  crates  this  season  compared  with  1,370,000  crates  in  1939- 
Harvest  of  this  crop  is  just  getting  started  and  follows  a  second  early 
crop  which  was  about  10  percent  smaller  than  a  year,  earlier.    These  smaller 
supplies  caused  market  prices  to  rise  sharply  in  recent  weeks  to  a  level 
about  $1.50  per  crate  above  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

Cucumbers;    A  decreased  acreage  together  with  low  yields  resulted  in 
a  relatively  small  production  of  second  early  cucumbers.    As  a  result,  mar- 
ket supplies  continue  lighter  than  a  year  earlier.    The  acreage  planted  to 
cucumbers  in  the  intermediate  States  (Delaware,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Maryland, 
New  Jersey,  and  southeastern  Ohio)  is  indicated  to  be  the  sane  as  the  8,100 
acres  planted  in  1939*    This  acreage  suggests  that  production  in  the- area 
will  be  no  larger  than  that  of  last  season  and  may  be  smaller,  since  better- 
than-average  yields  were  obtained  last  yea.r.     It  is  probable,  therefore,  that 
market  supplies  will  continue  relatively  light  unless  there  is  a  large  pro- 
duction in  the  market  garden  areas.    Information  concerning  the  crop  in  the 
latter  area  is  lacking. 

Lettuce;    The  acreage  planted  to  lettuce  in  the  first  section  of  late 
States  (California,  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  New  York,  and  Pennsylvania)  totals 
28,580  acres  or  about  k  percent  more  than  was  planted  last  year.  Although 
much  depends  tipon  weather  conditions,  the  market  supply  during  July  and 
August  probably  will  be  larger  than  a  year  earlier.    Favorable  weather  will 
mean  fairly  heavy,  shipments  from  California  at  the  sane  tine  that,  in  the 
East,  New  York  and  New  England  are  in  full  harvest.     Colorado  lettuce  is  in 
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good  condition,  "but  the  crop  is  about  10  days  later  than  usual.  Because 
of  a  temporary  in-between  crop  shortage  in  the  market  supply,  lettuce  prices 
rose  sharply  daring  June  and  averaged  considerably  above  those  of  a  year 
earlier. 

Onions;     Owing  to  the  small  production  of  early  onions  this  season, 
market  prices  have  been  relatively  high  during  recent  weeks.    With  a  fairly 
large  crop  coming  on  in  the  first  section  of  intermediate  States  (north 
Texas  and  California),  however,  prices  declined  sharply  in  late  June.  This 
crop  totals  9^7)000  bushels  compared  with  1,066,000  bushels  last  season  and 
the  10-year  (1929-38)  average  production  of  829,000  bushels.    Also,  the 
acreage  planted  to  onions  in  the  second  section  of  intermediate  States  (New 
Jersey,  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Oklahoma,  Iowa,  and  Washington)  is  indicated  to 
be  increased  h  percent  this  season  to  6,^+50  acres.    This  increased  planted 
acreage,  with  jrields  equal  to  the  average,  would  result  in  a  crop  in  this 
area  fully  one— third  larger  than  that  produced  last  season  when  yields  were 
considerably  below  average.     Shipments  from  most  of  these  States  probably 
will  be  moving  by  the  first  of  July. 

The  acreage  planted  to  onions  in  the  late  States  (Massachusetts,  New 
York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota, 
Iowa,  Idaho,  Colorado,  Utah,  Nevada,  Washington,  Oregon,  and  California)  is 
indicated  to  total  56,370  acres,  or  about  U  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier. 
Most  of  the  decrease  this  season  is  in  the  western  group  of  late  States,  the 
eastern  and  central  groups  showing  slight  increases.    An  increase  over  the 
1939  acreage  in  New  York  of  1,050  acres,  together  with  a  slight  increase  in 
Pennsylvania,  more  than  offset  a  HOO-acre  decrease  in  Massachusetts.     In  the 
Central  States  there  are  slight  increases  in  Indiana,  Illinois,  Minnesota,, 
and  Iowa  but  slight  decreases  in  Ohio  and  Michigan.    The  acreage  in  Wisconsin 
is  unchanged.     In  the  West,  sha,rp  decreases  are  indicated  for  every  State, 
and  the  group  total  is  down  about  17  percent. 

Green  peas;    Production  of  green  peas  in  the  first  section  of  late 
States  (Colorado,  New  York,  Oregon,  and  Washington)  is  indicated  to  total 
2.8  million  bushels  compared  with  2.7  million  last  season.    This  crop  usually 
begins  to  move  marketward  in  early  July  and  together  with  the  market  garden 
output  will  be  the  principal  source  of  supply  during  that  month.    The  large 
crop  this  season  immediately  following  increased  intermediate  crops  indi- 
cates that  the  market  supply  of  green  peas  will  continue  in  fairly  large 
volume. 

Tomatoes!     In  contrast  with  scarcities  in  the  early  months  of  the 
year,  market  supplies  of  tomatoes  have  been  plentiful  in  recent  weeks,  and 
the  prospect  is  for  continued  heavy  supplies  for  some  time  to  come.  The 
crop  in  the  intermediate  States  (Arkansas,   California,  Union  County,  Illinois, 
Maryland,  Missouri,  New  Jersey,  North  Carolina,  southeastern  Ohio,  Tennessee, 
and  Virginia)  is  indicated  to  total  ~J.k  million  bushels  compared  with  6.7 
million  bushels  last  season.    Harvest  of  this  crop  usually  begins  about  the 
first  of  July.     Considerable  quantities  of  tomatoes  are  also  available  during 
the  summer  months  in  the  market  garden  areas. 

In  the  first  section  of  late  States  (northern  California,  Colorado, 
Delaware,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Michigan,  New  York,  Ohio,  Oregon, 
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Pennsylvania,  Utah, .said  Washington)  the  acreage  planted  to  tomatoes  this 
season  totals  36,950  acres,  an  increase  of  2  percent  over  that  of  last 
season.    Yields  in  this  area  last  year  were  'unusually  high  and  resulted  in 
a  very  large  supply  of  tomatoes.    Unless  yields  are  again  high  this  season, 
the  crop  may  not  be  as  large  as  in  1939 >  despite  the  increased  plantings. 
It  is  probable,  however,  that  the  market  supply  of  tomatoes  will  continue 
to  "be  plentiful  through  most  of  the  summer  and  early  fall. 

Watermelons!     Although  there  was  a  small  production  of  early  water- 
melons,  the  second  early  crop  is  indicated  to  be  unusually  large.    An  in- 
creased acreage  together  with  better-than-average  yields  resu.lt ed  in  a 
second  early  production  of  k2  million  melons.  '  This  is'  about-  *40  percent  more 
than  was  produced  in  this  area  in  1939»     Georgia  with  a  crop  of  1&.-5.  million 
melons  is  the  principal  State  in  this  area,  although  Alabama,  Texas,  and 
South  Carolina  are  also  important  producers.    A  large  part  of.  this  crop  will- 
move  to  market  in  July,  so  it  is  probable  that  market  supplies  this  season, 
in  that  month  will  be  considerably  lo.rger  then  a  year  earlier*  • 

The  acreage  planted  to  watermelons  in  the  late  States 'is  indicated 
to  bo  decreased  7  percent  from  the  large  acreage-  planted  last  season.  It 
totals  71,733  acres  compared  with  77,^20  acres' in  1939  and- the >  10-year 
(1929-38)  average  of  53,l60  acres.  ; 

TRUCK  CROPS  FOR  PROCESSING  :  


The  acreage  planted  or  to  be  planted  to  10  important  -  truck  crops 
for  processing  this  season  is  indicated  to  total  1,283,520  acres  compared 
with  1,107,665  acres  planted  to  these  crops  in  1939*     Increases  are  quite 
general  for  all  crops  except  pimientos  and  spinach,  which  show-  slight  de- 
creases.    Growing  conditions  for  most'  of  these  crops  were  generally  favor- 
able throughout  the  country  and  the  condition  as  of  June  15  was  reported 
to  be  slightly  above  average.     Too  much  moisture  in  a  nuraher  of  Northern 
States  had  delayed  planting  operation's  and  .field  work,  however,  and  weeds 
were  becoming  a  problem.  '  •  •   

The  production  of  green  peas  for  canning  and  freezing  is  indicated  to 
tot.<al  293,.l6o  tons  compared  with  198,110  tons  produced  for  these  purposes 
in  1939«    The  large  crop  this  season  is  the  result  of  a  25-percent 'increase 
in  the  planted  acreage  and  a  15-percent  increase  in  the  indicated  yield  per 
acre.     Such  0.  crop  after  allowing  for  a  50-porccnt  increase 'in  the  use  of 
peas  for  freezing  would  provide  a  pack  of  about  23  million  cases  of  2k  #2 
cans.    This  pack  together  with  a  carry-over  of  about  2.6  million  cases  would 
make  a  total  supply  of  canned  peas  for  the  season  of  about  25.6 

million  cases.  The  supply  in  1939-40  totaled  23. S  million  cases -and  the  dis- 
appearance totaled  21.1  million. 

The  acreage  planted  to  snap  beans  for  processing  is  indicated  to  total 
57,590  acres,  or  about  5  percent  more  than  was  planted  last  season.  This 
planted  acreage  includes  2,1*40  acres  for  freezing  this  season  compared  with 
2,6*40  acres  planted  Last  season  and  3,150  acres  2  years  ago.    All' of  the 
acreage  increase  is  indicated  to  be  in  the  green  types,  since  that  planted 
to  wax  boons  is  decreased  slightly.
